Spanish Police Officers 
Seeking Son of General

Madrid, February 25.—A warrant 
for the arrest of Lieutenant Osborne 
C. Wood, son ef General Leonard 
Wood. governor general of the Phil- 
ippines, has been received from 
France. 

Police officers souzht Wood in San 
Sebastian, where he was telieved to 
have taken refuge after fleeing 
France, but Wood was not fonnd. 
The search now is proceeding at Bar- 
eelona, a city with unsavory an 
underworld as anv on the globe. 

Wood crossed the frontier at Trun 
Friday and disappeared. ‘The police 
have no knowledge of his arrival at 
San Sebastian and all hotels there 
deny that he spent the night. If he 
arrived by automobile, it is believed 
that he boarded a trath immediately 
for Barcelona or Vigo. From either 
port he eould embark for the United 


States. 

Newspaper correspondeuts as well 
as the police are on the trail. <An 
American correspondent was arrested 
without a passport in: San Sebastian 
and the officials believed they had 
Wood until the reporter proved his 
identity. An Englishman similarly 
was detained.

The 
contract provides that the association 
shall have the right to cancel the con- 
tract at any time the work is not 
proceeding toward completion propor 
tionutely with the payments made, 
to the satisfaction of the associx.:on.

Borglum left. his studio, and officers, armed with warrants 
for his arrest sworn out by the memorial association, and. for. 
the arrest of Captain Jesse C. Tucker, his superintendent at the 
mountain, were unable to find either for service of the warrants 
charging malicious mischief, up to an early hour this morning. 

Other developments in the controversy between Mr. Borg- 
lum and officials of the memorial association came thick and 
fast during the day. 

Early Wednesday the executive committee of the associa- 
tion adopted resolutions canceling the contract with Mr. Borglum 
and dismissing him from further work upon the great project. 

An injunction was then secured by the association barring 
Mr. Borglum or any of his assistants from the property on the 
mountain or at its foot controlled by the association. Notice 
of this injunction has never been served, officers arriving at the 
Stone Mountain studio just after Borglum had smashed the 
models and departed. 

Following the smashing of the plaster models, the asgocia- 
tion entered suit for $50,000 damages against Mr. Borglum, 
placing this value on the property destroyed.

South Carolina Executive

Columbia, 8. C., February 25.— 
Governors of all southern states were 
called upon tonight by Governor 
Thomas G. McLeod, of South Caro- 
lina, to ‘take action to insure the 
continuance of work on the Stone 
Mountain Confederate memogial. 

At the same time, he issued a state- 
ment asking the citizens of South 
Carolina to contribute funds for the 
memorial, and announced he would ap- 
point a committee to promote the 
sale of the memorial half-dollars coin- 
ed by the United States mint. 

“I urge some such action in your 
state and so suggesting to all southern 
governors. Let us present a united 
front and declare to the world that 
the south will build Stone Mountain 
with its own money and efforts an 
everlasting monument to the caus¢ so 
dear to our hearts,” thé governor said 
in a telegram to the governors of 
Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
Virginia and Oklahoma.

000,000 in revenue annually to off- 
set in part the outgo of $68,000,000 
in increased salaries. 

Representative Bell, democrat, 
Georgia, one of the house conferees, 
sought to have the proposal recom- 
mitted to conference with instruc- 
tions to the house managers to “e- 
duce the two cent service charge on 
parcel post packages to one cent. 
His motion was rejected, 55 ta 286. 

The house then adopted the con- 
ference report by the overwhelming 
vote of 370 to 8.

As approved the bill is identical 
with the one passed several weeks 
ago by the house except that the 
three cent rate on second-class mail 
and periodicals, in the first and sec- 
ond zones was scaled down to two 
cents, 


AGREEMENT IS REACHED 
ON U. S..GERMAN CLAIMS 


Washington, February 25.—A basis 
for computing the value of the mark 
in settling claims of American nation- 
als involving pre-war balances in Ger- 
many, and debts owed in marks by 
German nationals before the war, has 
been agreed on by representatives of 
the two governments, 

The claims, which are now before 
the mixed claims commission, United 
States and'Germany, will bring Ameri- 
ean citizens more than $20,000,000, 
the commission estimated. 

The debts, the commission § an- 
nounced, in making public the agree- 
ment, will be settled on the basis of 
16c as the value of the mark, and 
awards on this basis will bear 5 ver 
cent interest from January 1, 1920, 
until paid. 

The agreement will cover about 
29000 claims for mark bank balances 
or debts coming before the commis- 
sion. In xa few -cases where the 
money involved was paid by the Ger- 
man debtor directly to the German 
alien property custodian, the commis- 
sion said, the awards will be on a 
basis of 17.4c mark value, with in- 
terest at 5 per cent from date of pay- 
ment to the German official to the 
date of settlement of the award.

Senator McCormick, who was just 
rounding out his term as United States 
senator to which Illinois elected him 
in. 1918,.had departed from Chicago 
for Washington only last Sunday. He 
had spent a few days here and had 
attended the funeral of Fred W. Up- 
ham, former national treasurer of the 
republican-natione] committee, last

Mrs. McCormick, whose many ac- 
tivities include a leading part in the 
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gressive party national committee, 
which in 1912 carried the Roosevelt 
banner through the famous Bull Moose 
campaign. He also formerly was pub- 
lisher of the Chicago Tribune. Since 
his public office career began, he had 
devoted himself exclusively to his pub- 
lic work. 

Mentioned for Ambassador. 

The senator, who would have retired 
from office March 4, when Charles 8.

STATE PARK PLANS 


. 


Governor Clifford Walker Tuesday 
expressgl his approval of the principle 
of state parks, for conservational and 
recreational development to Raymond 
H. Torrey, field secretary of the Na- 
tional Conference on State Parke. Mr. 
Torrey called upon the governor, in 
the course of a tour of 12 southern 
states, as rt of a survey of state 
park developments throughout the 
country, which he is making for the 
conference. He has found several im- 
portant beginnings in state park acqui- 
sition and improvement in southern 
states and has found welcome for an 
understanding of the idea everywhere, 
the only obstacle suggested being the 
cost. 

Governor Walker told Mr. Torrey 
he regarded the policy of providing 
state parks or forests as vital, and 
that he would favor such facilities if 
a way could be found to acquire them. 

Former Governor Pat M. Neff. of 
Texas, secured jhe passage in 1923 of 
a law creating a state parks board, 
which was authorized to solicit and 
accept for the state tracts of land. of 
any size, for state parks, according 
to-a statement by Mr. Torrey. 

A bill now before the legislature for- 
mally accepts the parks already given 
and appropriates $50,000 for their im- 
provement. Their maintenance will 
be provided for by concessions. 

The Texas idea met with the ap- 
proval of other southern governors 
whom Mr. Torrey called upon, after 
his survey of the ‘Texas situation.

The coach lines, Mr. Wood ex- 
pluined, serve only sections not 
reached by etreet cars, and do not 
operate parallel to street car tracks 
at any point. Three lines already 
are in operation, employing 4 
coaches, and a fourth line is to be 
eztablished within 90 days. » 

The busses, which have a minimum 
sealing capacity of between 20 and 
30 persons proved successful from the 
Start, officials claim. With increased 
service to sections which previously 
had been served by jitneys and addi- 
tion of the coaches, complaints of in- 
adequate service practically have been 
eliminated, it was stated by both Mr. 
Wood and W. F. Kirk, commissioner 
of public utilities, 

he type of busses used here cost 
$10,000 each, including seats, air- 
brakes and complete equipment. They 
are beautifully equipped, both inside 
and out, and all of the most modern 
safety devices are used. 
One-Man Car Line. 

The one-man street car also has 
been universally successful, according 
to Mr. Wood. They are operated by 
one man, who serves as both motor- 
man and conductor, and the same door 
is used for both entrance and exit pur- 
poses. A Safety device locks all 
brakes while the doors are open and 
makes it impossible to start the cars 
under any conditions unless the doors 
are completely closed. 

Some opposition to the cars devel- 
oped when they first were installed, 
Mr. Wool said, but all antagonism 
turned into approval after they had 
been in operation for a short while. 
Principal objections were based on 
contentions that one-man cars would 
put many men out of work, but Mr. 
Wood explained that such is not the 
case, as that type of cars is not put 
in until the company is prepared to 
add other cars to the line. and men 
taken off cars are placed on one 
of the new ones. Not a single man 
has lost his position through inaugu- 
ration of the new type of cars, the 
head of the company stated. 

Service Improvements. 

On the other hand. he said, money 
saved by reductions of platform costs, 
earned by taking one man off each 
car, has enabled the company to make 
material improvements in service. 

The entire city of Houston is in 
thorough accord with the Beeler plan 
and several officials stated that its 
adoption has proved the salvation of 
the city by solving its rraffie and 
transportation probiems, and _ provid- 
ing room for its normal expansion,

Chicago, February 25.—Refusal of 
Mrs. William D. Shepherd, toster 
mother of William Nelson McClin- 
tock, “millionaire orphan,” to testify; 
a chauffeur’s statement that the 
Shepherds had barred Miss Isabelle 
Eepe, MecClintock’s § fiancee, from 
their home during McClintock’s ill- 
ness; and assertions of witnesses that 
they did not sign the instrument un- 
tured the resumed inquest into the 
young millionaire’s death today. 

Attorneys representing some of Mc- 
flintock’s cousins, who had filed 
¢laims to an interest in the estate, 
indicated that the statements made 
by the two witnesses as to the will 
mizht have an important bearing on 
the authenticity of that document, 
drawn up by Shepherd, presented to 
young McClintock for signature, and 
witnessed by two servants with little 
knewledge of English. These _ wit- 
nesses were the Shepherds’ cook and 
maid. 

Charges Germ Inoculation. 

Young McClintock died last De 
cember of typhoid fever, according to 
physicians, leaving his estate, except 
{oy an $8,000 annuity to Miss Pope, 
to Shepherd. At the request of Judge 
Harry Olson, chief justice of the 
municipal court, the body wae ex- 
humed and an examination made, it 
veing intimated that typhoid germs 
had been inoculated into the body. 

Judge Olson brought from _ both 
Marie Gartner, maid, and Eva Nel- 
son, that Billy McClintock celebrated 
his birthday, April 3, with a party 
and that the following Saturday, 
April 5, he had them witness the 
signing of his will and left immediate- 
ly afterward to resume his school 
duties at Dartmouth. 

Both witnesses apparently had lit- 
tle knowledge of the English languaze. 
Miss Nelson admitting that she did 
not read the supplementary witness 
clause to the will. and stating that 
she could not read it when jt was 
shown her at the inquiry. 

Won't Tell About Money. 

When asked how much money she 
possessed, she said: “I do not want 
to tell you.” 

Miss Nelson told of two pleasure 
trips, one to California and one to 
Sweden during the time she was em- 
ployed by McClintock who was at the 
time living with the Shepherds. 

Mrs. William D. Shepherd refused 
to testify on advice of counsel, and 
Louis Kless, a former chauffeur for 
Shepherd, told of instances when the 
Shepherds had ordered the doors lock- 
ed so that Miss Pope could not come 
in. He also told that on the day 
that McClintock died, that Shepherd 
in an interview with a newspaperman 
had said: “If Miss Pope had come 
around with a minister, I would have 
taken them by the neck and thrown 
them out.” 

Asks Denial Be Made. 

Later, Kless said, Shepherd asked 
him to deny that he had made any 
such statement, if any other news- 
papermen asked about it. 

Kless testified that while McClin- 
tock was ill, he was often sent on 
minor errands and to make small 
purchases, but never to have prescrip- 
tions filled. Mrs. Shepherd would 
usually sav; “Mr. Shepherd will get 
the prescriptions filled,” Kless said. 

When the orphan was taken ill, 
Kless said, Mrs. Shepherd said “It’s 
only a cough. He will be all right 
in a few davs.’ The next time he 
saw “Billy” McClintock, Kless_ tes- 
tified, the youth was weak and said 
he was shaky all over. 

“T begged Mrs. Shepherd to call a 
conference of doctors,’ Kless_testi- 
fied, “but she told me, ‘He only has 
a cough.’ 

Ordered to Lock Doors. 

“When they got a tip that Miss 
Pope had obtained a marriage li- 
cense, Mrs. Shepherd instructed me 
to lock the doors and not let anyone 
in. She said Miss Pope was trying 
to marry him. Mr. Shepherd said he 
would have Miss Pope arrested, and 
then Mrs. Shepherd got very excited. 

“Miss Pope called six times that 
evening and under orders from Mr. 
Shepherd, Signe, the maid, told her 
Mrs. Shepherd was too busy to talk. 

“After Billy died, Miss Pope asked 
for her pictures and letters she had 
given Billy. and Mrs. Shepherd said, 
‘Give her the pictures, but don’t give 
her the letters.’ Later, Mr. Shepherd 
burned the letters. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Shepherd were in 
good spirits the day Billy died and 
they laughed and joked,” Kless festi- 
fied, “Mrs. Shepherd fainted the day 
the papers said, ‘seven cousins would 
fight the will.’ Mr. Shepherd told me 
not to show the papers to her. 

Poison Snakes to Her Back. 

“The Shepherds were like angels to 
Miss Pope to her face, but behind 
her back they were like  pgeison 
snakes. They said all she wanted was 
his money. 

“Billy was happy only in the com- 
pany of Miss Pope... He was never 
happy at home. ‘I’m going to sell 
this old place and get married,’ Billy 
told me. 

“About a day and a half before 
Billy died, the health officer put a 
sign on the door and said it meant 
everyone was quarantined. Mrs. 
Shepherd said: ‘Now we don’t have 
to let the girl in at all.’ ”

San Francisco, February 25.—Tle 
presence of Lieutenant Frank E. Ken- 
nedy, U. S. N., in the Napa state 
Ltospital for the insane as the sup- 
rosed result of a conspiracy among 
some of his fellow officers, prompted 
Thomas Lloyd Lennon, the lienten- 
ant’s attorney in San Francisco, to 
telegraph United States Senator 
Shoctridze today asking for relief for 
the naval officer. 

Senator Shortridge replied that 
“the subject matter of your telegram 
of February 25 will be given sympa- 
thetic consideration.” 

Leanon’s telegram said:« “Senior 
Navel Lieutenant Frank E. Kennedy 
has been sequestered in the Napa 
state insane asylum by the navy, ap- 
parently without any hearing and ap- 
parently without any order of com- 
mitment of any sort. Doctors say 
Kennedy is perfectly normal. Kennedy 
claims his confinement due to the 
fact that he knows the reasons for 
the recent suicide of Lieutenant Al- 
bert P. Burleigh, and ths ? the navy, 
which refused to allow Kennedy to 
testify at the inquest, has sequestered 
him to insure his silence. 

“History of the case shows that 
Kennedy has been persecuted by su- 
perior officers for more than a year. 
Charges were filed against him on 
June 27, last, and he has been de- 
manding a trial upon these charges 
ever since, claiming they are untrue 
and being in possession of written 
evidence which refutes them. 

“Secretary Wilbur.” the telegram 
continues, “has written him it is not 
practicable to give him a trial. Is it 
not possible for some action to be 
taken by congress toward an investi- 
cation of this deplorable situation? 
Writ of habeas corpus has been ob- 
tained.” ; 

Other telegrams asking an invesfi- 
gation by congress were sent to Unit- 
ed States Senator Johnson and Con- 
gressman J.ineberger, of California, 
and to United States Senators Willis 
and Fess, of Ohio, Kennedy's native 
state.

Atlanta’s future growth, prosperity 
and success depends on the solution 
of traffic problems now confronting 
the city, Preston S. Arkwright, pres- 
ident of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, Wednesday night 
told members of the Atlanta Auto- 
mobile association.

“It is up te us—those 
connected with the automobile and 
street railway industry of Atlanta— 
to solve the transportation problem, 
because we make that problem. 

Beeler Plan Costly. 

“The Beeler plan is a product of 
the power company, for we paid for 
the survey made by the experts. The 
power company is interested vitally 
in the problem, apd we want to da 
our part to'‘solve it. The plan calls 
for the expenditure of about $4,500,- 
000, but our company will be called 
upon to send $2,500.000 of that to- 
tal.

“There is a very strong sentiment 
throughout the e:-untry in favor of 
this amendment as a protection to the 
national and state member banks of 
the federal reserve system,.”” Brand 
said of his proposal. “‘So far as I can 
ascertain. but few states have state 
laws which cover in terms the of- 
fense sought to be made a felony by 
this amendment. If this is not true, 
and if all the state have similar laws, 
the adoption of the amé@ndment would 
only be giving federal courts concur- 
rent jurisdiction of the offense sought 
to be made a federal offense by. the 
language of this amendment. No one, 
of course, wants any offender to be 
punished twice for the same offense.

Passengers said it was possible the 
number of dead might be increased, 
as more than 40 Panamans resided in 
the areas attacked, with which there 
is no apparent communication.

Excessive capitalization often leads 
to extravagance in operation. Such 
capitalization may also make the divi- 
dend payments very low or prevent 
any payments at all. ®(As happened 
with the Erie railroad during the ear- 
ly days of its lusty stock watering and 
treasury looting.) An over-capitaliz- 
ed corporation often deceives the pub- 
lie as to its true earnings and. operat- 
ing efficiency, and the credit of such 
corporations is often seriously im- 
paired.

Injunction Is Obtained 

The injunction barring Mr. Borglum 
or his a#sistant, Captain Tucker, from 
the memorial premises at the. moun- 
tain was obtained by the association 
from Judge John B. Hutcheson, of 
the Stone Mountain circuit. 

Suit for damages, filed 
against Mr. Borglum by the associa- 
tion after the destruction of the mod- 
els, was filed in the DeKalb county 
superior court by the law firm of 
Renben R. Arnold and Lowrg Arnold 
and Branch and Howard, and by At- 
torney B. H. Burgess. of DeKalb 
eounty. Mr. Borglum himself valued 
the models, it is reported, at 3S0,000.

Borglum’s Notice. 

the association had finally ane- 
setting the coin deslen accented, 
was requested to return 
to Stone Mountain and give his attention 
te the performance of his contract. In- 
stead af doing so, the said Borg!nm served 
an written notice on the association, early 
in December. 1924. that he was going to 
the work at Stone Mountain and 
his contract unless the association 
him £40.000. or thereabouts, by 6 
a'clock of the following day. The assocta- 
tion's hooks and reports frem its consult- 
Ing engineer showed that torglum then, 
as now, was heavily In arrears in the per- 
formance of his contract, and that the 
association owed him nothing, but that 
under the contract the said RBorglum owed 
the association something like 40,000, 
should the association see fit to enforce 
the contract in strict accordance with its 
provisions. Therefore, the -association re- 
fused to comply with the said DPorginm’s 
demand and advised him that it was wili- 
ine for him to quit the work.

‘The association appoint- 
ed an arbitrator and was ready to pro- 
eeed, but the said Borglum took no aefeps 
to earry out the arbitration, and snbse- 
quently repudiated even his agreement to 
have an arbitration.

Embarrasses Association. 

Early in February, the said Borglum 
went to the city eft Washington and com- 
menced a campaign of newspaper publicity 
which was plainly intended to discredit 
and embarrass the association. On  Fehb- 
ruary 21 he gave a written statement to 
the press of the United States in which 
he asserted that no funds remained _to 
carry on the work, that the association 
had shrunk into ‘a local habitation with 
scarcely na name’’ (whatever that may be), 
that the time limit on the central group 
had expired, and that ‘there is no con- 
tract with me to complete the work, nor 
is the agreement in existence equitable or

Many readers ask me whether I 
would advise them to buy an electric 
vibrator. I always write back that I 
would, for I think a really good vi- 
brator has’ many uses few women 
know about.

CITIZEN JURY TO OPEN 
PROBE OF SHADY PLAYS 


New York, February 25.—The ques- 
tion of stage censorship, which has 
vexed the public, police and the the- 
atrical profession for two weeks, has 
been settled by District Attorney Ban- 
ton’s acceptance of the citizen play 
jury system, which is expected to be- 
gin tomorrow the investigation of 
several Broadway productions report- 
ed by police as indecent. 

Operations of the tribunal will be 
secret. A jury of 12 men will be 
selected by Police Commissioner En- 
right from a panel of 130 names 
submitted by John Emerson, president 
of The Actor’s Equity association, 
and accepted by. Mr. Banton. The 
first Jury is expected to decide the 
fate of “Desire Under The Elms,” 
which the district attorney had pre- 
viously ordered withdrawn. 

The jurors will visit the selected 
play unannounced, discuss it in cam- 
era and make a decision which man- 
agers, by the teams of equity con- 
tracts, will be bound to accept, or face 
grand jury action and the resigna- 
tion of their casts. Separate juries 
will try each of the dozen productions 
under fire. Attempts by producers 
to make box office capital out of the 
investigations will be met by the with- 
drawal of the right to trial by a play 
jury and the substitution. of grand 
jury action, Mr. Banton said.

GOVERNMENT 10 SELL 
RIFLES 10 HUNDURAS 


_— 


Washington, February 25.—Formal 
request of the new Hondura.: govern- 
ment for the purchase of 3,000 Ameri- 
can military rifles, 2,000,000 rounds 
of small arms ammunition and. 20 ma- 
chine guns has been approved by the 
state department and now is before 
Secretary Weeks who will work out 
the terms of the sale. 

The negotiations are being conduct- 
ed by Minister Designate Bogran in 
behalf of. the Honduran government. 
As in the negotiations with Mexican 
and Cuban authorities, at the time 
they purchased arms and munitions 
from the United States army, Secre- 
tary Weeks will arrange a cash pay- 
ment plan before delivery is author- 
ized. 

Honduras wants the equipment for 
its troops and, under assurances given 
the Washington authorities, it will be 
employed not only in the support of 
regular constitutional government but 
to aid in the protection of foreign 
lives and property. 

Need for the arms was held to be 
acute. 

‘The rifles are expected to be of the 
Enfield type, manufactured during the 
war, and now held in reserve, ani 
different from the approved NSprinz- 
field rifle with which the regular army 
and jiational guard units are equipped. 
The machine guns probably will be of 
the Lewis type and the ammunition 
will be the same as that used by the 
American military forces, 


PENNSYLVANIA WRECK 
DUE TO BAD: BRAKES 


Harrison, N. .J., February 25.— 
Preliminary investigation has shown 
that injury to the airbrakes, causing 
them to fail to work, was the cause
